‘s it a way of facilitating good voice—pro- 
ducation? Surely the latter. 

Voices exist in embrys, and must be 
developed, but no one mode of treatment 
will answer for all, or indeed, for any two. 
Voices differ, and while there are universal 
faults, the success of each voice depends 
largely upon the character of _ its 
owner. Many beautiful voices are injured 
because the teacher tries to create in them 
his own ideal, instead of aiding the pupil 
im cultivating the partichlar voice which 
nature has given. We are told that no two 
blades of grass are alike, that the sands 
apon the beach differ materially, whether 
in @ze or form; likewise, no two voices are 


similar. 

Suppose the timbre be light and clear, 
why burden it with selections from the or- 
atorio? If deep and full, why subject it 
to the tortures of ‘the “shadow song,” or 
that style of music? Bvery teacher must 
create a method for himself, he cannot sim- 
ply teach that of his professor. He may 
endorse the truths which his master 
has evolved, but more must he do, namely: 
Make the application of those truths his 
own method. If he be wide awake, new 
facts which cluster around the old will re- 
weal themselves. 

Not alone in the realm of ladies’ hats and 
gowns does Dame Fashion hold sway. In 
art, literature, and alas, in voice culture 
this small but powerful goddess is wheeled 
about to be worshipped.

A device has recently been invented for 
promoting deep breathing in singing. It 
consists of a small belt that encircles the 
ehest at the point of its greatest expan- 
gion and a take-up-mechanism to which the 
ends of the belt are attached. The take- 
up mechanism consists of a coiled spring, 
adapted to tighten-the belt at intervals, and 
a train of wheels by which the speed of 
the spring in taking up the belt may be reg- 
ula 


ted, 

Upon the exhalation of the breath after 
the full expansion of the lungs the chest 
.Yeturns to its natural size in ordinary 
‘preathing, thus leaving the belt loose. Im- 
mediately the take-up mechanism begins 
to gather in the slack of the belt, tightening 
nntil the pressure is uncomfortable, com- 
pelling another inspiration thus~ lengthing 
the belt. This. lengthening is accomplished 
by the withdrawal of the strap from the 
case, which act again eauses the coil to 
@pring. It is claimed that the device in- 
duées ful breaths at regular intervals, thus 
natutally inlarging the lungs and chest. 

The apparatus is being used by several 
European schools, and is said to be of much 
assistance to beginners and those having 
difficulty in holding the breath.

THE UNDYING Onze,

(The advent of the cholera has once more 
brought up the old tradition of the ‘““Wander- 


ing Jew”’—that mysterious being who, for hav- 


ing blasphemed Christ, has been condemned 
to. wander over the earth ever since the curse. 
“Tarry thou until I come,” was pronounced 
upon him. He is variously named in differ- 
ent traditions as Kartophilus, the doorkeeper 
of Pilate’s judgment hall; as Ahaseurus, the 
cobbler; and as Salathiek, the -high Jewish 
official. He was seen at Antwerp in the thir- 
teenth century; again in the fifteenth; a third 
time in the sixteenth. Each time his appear- 
ance was simultaneous with the breaking out 
of the cholera plague. His last appearance 
was in 1774 at Brussels. Each time the face

All this can occur under favorable ¢ircum- 
stances in a few hours, so that they mul‘i- 
ply with incredible rapidity, 

As before stated, it 1s this kind of mala- 
rial parasite which causes acute malaria or 
fever and ague. It is well known that pui- 
nine will generally cure such cases, It does 
so by killing the organism in the blood, and 
thus removing the cause for the chills. Pe- 
ru-na, in large doses, will also kill this or- 
ganism, and will do so with less harm to 
the person who takes it than cuinine will 
do; but as quinine is the cheaper of the two 
remedies it is the one generally used. 
Whenever Pe-ru-na, is taken for acut mala- 
ria—that is, to break the chills and fever— 
it should be taken as follows: During the 
intermission a wine glass full of Pe-ru-na 
every two hours (children in proportion) 
should be taken until four doses are taken, 
after which a tablespoonful every hour 
during the remainder of the entermission 
until the. time for next chill has passed, and 
when the chills are stopped a tablespoonful 
every two hours during the day should be

A man’s face and a man’s history are not 
always indexes—the one of the other. A 
comparison of the two does not always re- 
sult in the logical sequence that a wicked 
face goes with a wicked history, and the 
theory that faces are indicatve of character 
is not strengthened by a study of the va- 
rious physiognomies found ‘in a rogue’s gal- 
lery. I spent an hour in Chief Wright's 


factors Friday afternoon. All sorts of faces 
of all sorts of men, with all sorts of histo- 
ries are collected there, and the collection 
forms an interesting study, From Jesse 
James and Rube Burrows down to some 
modest bank blower or express robber there 
are pictures of thousands of criminals va- 
rying in degrees of crime and coming from 
all sections of the country. There is 4 
fascination about the study of such peo- 
ple’s face that is irresistible. Gazing 
upon the lineaments of a criminal’s face, 
rough and uncouth, er maybe as soft and 
icate as a woman, every one sees or 
fancies he Bees some indica- 
tion of the diabolical heart,, 
or the wicked purpose underneath. 
There is a wicked cut about the eye, low 
overhanging eyebrows, curiously 
foreheads, noses that honest people wouldn’t 
have—some feature that brands the man a 
criminal and warns society to shun him. 

But is this all fancy? Look at the face 
apart from the ugly history. Would all 
these evil signs be noticeable? Imagination 
goes a great way in this, as in other 
things. 

I have always been a believer in the 
theory that a man’s character wns express- 
ed in the features of his face. Often I have 
after looking at a man’s face formed an 
estimate of the man and rated his general 
dharacter ficcording to his face. Many: 
times I have reached the mental conclusion 
that some person whom’ I had just met 
“was a bad man because he had a bad 
face.” After a study of the faces found in 
Chief Wright's rogue gallery, and a compar- 
ison of their histories with their faces I 
must believe that to always judge a man by

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numerous attempts had been made and 
many theories proposed. However, in 
this year it may be said that a really 
first-class engineer took up the subject 
of aeronautics. I refer to Henri Giffard, 
who was said to be an engineer and 
mechanic without rival, and the inventor 
of that marvelous instrument the injec- 
tor, by which a stream of water without 
pressure is driven into a boiler against 
@ pressure with no other force than the 


steam from the boiler acting directly upon 
the cold water without the interposition 
of any pistons or moving parts what- 
soever. 

After a great deal of trouble and many 
disappointments, Giffard launched his first 
aerostat dirigeable a vapeur on the 24th 
day of September, 1852. This aerostat 
was an elongated balloon, pointed at both 
ends, and entirely covered—excepting the 
points and the lower part—by a net. Cords 
hanging from the net on each side of 
the balloon were attached to a wooden 
beam 65.6 feet long, placed at a consider- 
able distance below the balloon; 19.6 feet 
below the beam was suspended a plat- 
form, on which was placed a small steam 
engine and boiler, with the necessary coal 
end water. The balloon itself was 39 
feet in diameter at the middle and 144 
feet long, and contained 88,291 cubic feet 


of gas. A triangular rudder was attached | 


- to the balloon, and connected with cords, 
so as to be easily manipulated from the 
platform. The fire was enclosed in such 
a manner that it could not ignite the 
gas. The draught was induced by the 
escaping force of the exhaust steam, after

the manner of a locomotive. The fuel 
employed was coke of a good quality. 
The engine shaft extended rearward, and 
was provided with a screw propeller hav- 
ing three blades The diameter of the 
screw was eleven feet, and the force of 
the engine was found sufficient to give 
the screw 110 turns per minute. The en- 
gine was three-horse power, or equal to 
the work that could be done by thirty 
men. The weight of the boiler was 220 
pounds and ‘the engine 128 pounds, mak- 
ing in all 348 pounds, or 110 pounds for 
one-hofsee power, or about twelve pounds 
for the power of one man. In order to 
have produced the same amount of ener- 
gy by hand it would have been necessary 
to employ thirty men, whieh would have 
represented a weight of 3,960 pounds; 
that is.to say, nearly twelve times the 
weight of the boiler and engine. On each 
side of the platform, the fuel and water 
ware stored, and it was believed that this 
could not be considered as adding any 
weight to the machine, because ballast 
vould have to be provided in any event, 
nad instead of throwing the ballast over- 
board, as is usual in ordinary balloons, 
the ballast was consumed by the engine. 
Had the machine been supplied with pure 
hydrogen, it would have had a lifting 
force of 6,160 pounds, which would have 
permitted the employment of a much 
more powerful motor, but at that time 
large quantities of liydrogen gas were 
not easily obtained; consequently, com- 
mon illuminating gas had to be employed, 
which diminished the lifting power 2,200 
— leaving a lifting force of 3,960 
pu nds. 

When the machine was fully equipped 
it was found that the total weight, every- 
thing considered,was 3,432 pounds, leaving 
528 pounds for water and fuel, and con-

longer and relatively less in diameter 
than had ever been attemped before, and 
in order to preserve its shape and to ena- 
ble it to resist end pressure it was pro- 
vided with a stiff backbone, extending 
its entire length. It was about 9,168 feet 
long, 98 feet in diameter, and its cubic 
contents 7,769,647 feet It was proposed 
to inflate this balloon with pure hydrogen 
gas. Such a balloon would carry a motor 
weighing no less than 66,000 pounds and 
still leave an excess of ascensional force 
sufficiently great to carry a number of 
passengers, besides fuel and water. 

In the meantime Giffard had been mak- 
ing great improvements in high-speed en- 
gines, and he proved mathematically that 
such a balloon might attain a velocity of 
forty-four miles an hour, and consequent- 
ly be quite independent of all ordinary 
winds ‘The drawings, the specifications, 
the material, and the money were all 
ready, but the great Giffard was seized 


) with blindness, and thus incapacitated 


for this great undertaking. 

In 1870, after the first defeat of the 
French, and while Paris was still in a 
state of siege, when the only means that 
the inhabitants had of communicating 
with the outside world was by balloons 
or by carrier pigeons, Dupuy de Lome, 
who had already gained a great reputation 
in the construction of ironclads, became a 
member of the committee of defense, and 
interested himself in aeronautics, He pre- 
sented to the Academy of Science a pro- 
ject for a “dirigeable” balloon, and the 
national defense opened a credit of 40,000 
francs for its construction. But on ac- 
count of great difficulties, and the com- 
plete disorganization of labor, this balloon 
was ready only a few days before the 
capitulation, and, in = fact, was 
not actually tried until two 
years later.. This balloon was 
118 feet long, 48 feet in diameter, 
and contained 120,076 cubic feet of pure 
hydrogen gas, and it was in the form of 
a very thick cigar. As it was necessary 
to keep the balloon completely infiated in 
order that it should have sufficient stiff- 
hess to maintain its form while being 
propelled, it was furnished with an inte- 
rior ‘bag or balloonette, which enabled 
air to be pumped in or discharged without 
allowing the air to mix with or to dcte- 
riorate the gas. The car was suspended 
about forty-six feet below the balloon, 
and was provided with a propelling screw 
29.5 feet in diameter, which was driven 
by eight men. A triangular rudder was 
attached to both the balloon and the cords 
of suspension. The first experiments took 
place on February 2d, 1872, in the Fort 
of Vincennes, under the direction of M. 
Dupuy de Lome, accompanted by M. 
Zede, M. Yon, and eight men to operate 
the screw. The balloon ascended rapidly 
and as soon as the screws operated it 
responded to the action of the rudder 
at once, 

The speed was found to be 6.2 miles per 
hour, and it descended without nialdeast 
about six miles from the point of departure. 

In 1881 the brothers Tissandier comm- 
enced experiments with a “dirigeable’”’ bal- 
loon, which was made of a similar shape to 
those previously experimented with by Gif- 
fard and Dupuy de Lome. This balloon 
was ninety-one feet long, thi feet in di- 
ameter, and had a volume of 56,506 cybic 
feet. The car was formed of bamboos se- 
cured together by cords and copper wires. 
The balloon was completely enclosed in a 
net and the car was suspended a sufficient 
distance below the machine to give the nec- 
essary stability. It was driven by a dyna- 
mo-electric motor especially constructed for 
the purbope by the Siemens Brothers, It 
developed 1.25 horse power, and weighed 
ninety-nine pounds. e propelling screw 
was nine feet in diameter, had two blades 
and made 180 turns in a minute. The cur- 
rent of electricity for operating the motor 
was derived from a bichromate battery of 
twenty-four elements, the solutions being 
made very strong and the surface of the 
zinc very large. The weigths were as fol- 
lows: Balloon, 374 pounds; cords of suspen- 
gion, 154 pounds; shafts, 74 nds; car 
220 pounds; motor, screw and battery, with 
liquid for opperating two and a half hours, 
616 — ge gg for stopping, 110 
pounds; all this, with the aeronauts and 
their instruments and 849 pounds of ballast 
brought the total weight up to 2,728 pounds. 

The first experiment took place October 
8, 1883 The balloon rapidly mounted to 
a height of 1,640 feet, and when the bat- 
tery was fully turned on the balloon com- 
menced at once to move through the air 
at the rate of 6.7 miles per hour, and the 
rudder was found to operate perfectly... A 
‘second trial was made on the 26th of Sep- 
tember on a comparative calm 
day when the wind was only blowing at the 
rate of 6.7 miles per hour; the speed of the 
balloon through the air was found to be 
8.9 miles per hour. A great number of

Taking advantange 
of all the experiments that had preceded 
them the French officers constructed a fish- 
shaped balloon, the ‘noo diameter being 
year the forward end. The principa] dimen- 
sions of the ballon were: Length, 165 feet; 
diameter, 27.5 feet; volume, 63, cu 
feet. The motive power was a lp 
constructed dynamo-electric machine whic 
developed 8.5 horse power on the shaft of 
the machine. It was driven by a battery 
which developéd twelve electrical horse 
power. The weight of the battery was 
42.5 pounds per horse power per hour. The 
screw was of great diameter, made forty-six 
turns per minute, and gave a propelling pull 
to the machine of 13 unds. The prin- 
cipal weights were: Balloon and oon- 
ette, 811 pounds; net, 279 pounds; ¢ar com- 
plete, 994 pounds; rudder, 101 pounds; 
screw, 90 pounds; electric machine, 215 
pounds; framework and gearing, 103 pounds; 
motor shaft, 67 pounds; battery and appli- 
ances, 958 pounds; aeronauts, 308 pounds; 
ballast, 470. pounds; total about 4,400

fting power was so adjusted that the bal- 
loon had very little ascensional force and 
when liberated on the 9th of August, 1884, 
it was found to fise yery slowly in the air. 
When it had attained a small elevation 
above the earth, the screw was put in mo- 
tion and the balloon at once commenced to 
travel through the ajr at a velocity of 12.26 
miles per hour, and readily responded to the 
least movement of the rudder. The officers 
in their report on this trial to the govern- 
ment say: 

“The direction was at first toward Chatil- 
lon and Verrieres, but in order not to be- 
come entangled with the tops of the trees 
the direction was changed, and the balloon 
headed towards Versailes. Above Villa- 
coublay, finding that we were about two 
and half miles fromChalais, and being whol- 
ly satisfied with the behavior of our bal- 
loon, we decided to return and to attempt 
to descend at Chalais, notwithstanding that 
there was only a very small clear space 
there. The balloon made a half turn to the 
right at a very small angle of the rudder 
(about 11 degrees). The diameter of the 

re of the circle described was about 9S4 
est. The dome of the Invalides, by which 
we had located ourselves, showed Chalals 
to be a little to the left of the direction in 
which we were headed. Following our 
route until Chalais_was dierectly to our left, 
the balloon was then turned to the left with 
much more ease than it changed its direc- 
tion before, and very soon it was hovering 
984 feet above its point of departure. The 
tendency of the balloon to descend at this 
moment was caused principally by opening 
the valve. During this time it was heces- 
sary to make thg balloon move forward and 
back several times in order to bring it ex- 
actly over the spot where we desired to land. 
At 162 feet above the ground a cord let 
down from the ballon was seized _by some 
men, and the aerostat was landed in the 
field from whence it had started.” 

On the 25th of August, 1885, Captain Re- 
nard, in conjunction with his brother, made 
other experiments with a ‘“‘dirigeable” bal- 
loon. The ascension took place at «bout 4 
o’clock in a light breeze, but nevertheless 
the balloon, under the action of its screw, 
resisted the strong aerial current and ac- 
complished with great success & number of 
manoeuvers in different derections without 
always returning to its point _of departure. 
The landing took place near Petit-Bicetre. 

On the Od of September, 1885, other ex- 
periments were tried, which gave satisfac- 
tory results. . The aerostat advanced toward 
the fortifications of Paris, in the vicinity 
of Point-du-Jour, and returned vith great 
facility to the point of departure. These 
experiments ‘took place under favorole 
circumstances, because the balloon was kept 
in a sheltered enclosure and ready inflated, 
and ascensions were only attempted at fa- 
yorable moments; nevertheless, the French 
themselves say: “Elles n’en constituent pas 
moins un des plus grands resultats de la 
sciénce moderne.” 

If ordinary balloons, completely without 
any means of directing them, proved of such 
great service to the French during the seige 
of Paris, how much more useful would they 
have found the latest “dirigeable” balloons, 


which would have enabled_them not omy to 


leave Paris, but to return, again, and thus 
to keep in communication with the outside 
world. 

Experimenters who attempt the navigation 
of the air are divided iato two classes: 
namely, those who see to eccomplish it by 
the use of balloons—that is to say, appa- 
ratus lighter than the air: and those who 
seek to accomplish it by machinery heavier 
than the air, which it is proposed to sus-

Warrenton, Va., September 30.—(Spe- 
cial.)—General Bradley T. Johnston was 
seated under ‘he trees, enjoying the 
smoke of a fragrant Havana, when a re- 
porter ventured an inquiry regarding the 
story of “Barbara Fritchie,” again made | 
prominent by the death of Whittier. The 
gallant cavalry leader kindly consented 
to enlighten a popular misconception on 
the subject. 

“I know all about ‘Barbara F ritchie,’ 
he exclaimed, as he leaned back in his 
chair, and watched the trembling autumn 
leaves dreamily. “I know all about ‘Bar- 
bata Fritchie,’ and Whittier’s libelous 
and scandalous fable. 

“The point of the story is that Barbara 
Fritchie, an old and decrepit woman, was 
waving a union flag out of her window 
while the confederate column was passing 
beneath her house. On seeing it, the 
leader, Jackson, was so much enraged 
that he ordered his troops to fire on the 
emblem of the enemy and then, shocked 
at his treason, hung his head and fied in 
despair. 

“No such thing ever occurred. 

“[ was born and lived in Frederick 
until 1861 when I led a company from | 
there to join the confederacy and mine 
was the first Maryland company mustered 
into the confederate army. When we 
entered Frederick in September, 1862, I 
was given the post of honor, had the ad- 
vance and was placed in command of the 
town. 

“I detailed Major Lewis Randolph, 
great-grandson of Thomas Jefferson, as 
provost marshal and controlled the town 
during the entire confederate occupation, 
September 7--10. 

“On the 9th of September General 
Jones, whose brigade 1 had commanded 
at the Second Manassas, and who had 
been disabled at Maivern Hill, reported 
for duty and resumed his command. I 
was temporarily detached. I thegefore 
had time to see friends in Frederick. 

“Barbara Fritchie lived in a little house 
on the corner of Patrick street and Mill 
or Camblis creek. On the morning that 
the army moved through Frederick the 
divisions that had been camped south of 
the town by my direction, passed up All 
Saint’s street and thence to the National 
pike towards Hagarstown. Stark’s divis- 
ion, camped at Woodman’s woods, 
north of the town, marched down 
Main street and thence up Patrick to the 
west and passed Barbara _ Fritchie’s 
house. My brigade was a part of Stark’s 
division. 

“General Jackson rode into town to the 
house of the Rey. Dr. Ross, the Presby- 
terlan clergyman, whose wife was the 
daughter of ex-Gov eruor McDowell, of 
Lexington, Va. Jackson had known her 
from childhood, having been a: professor 
at the Virginia Military institute during ’ 
her youth. With his staff he rode up to 
Dr. Ross’s house, next to the Presbyterian 
church, and left his card for Mrs. Ross. 
He then rode to the courthouse and up 
Mill alley, coming into Patrick street and 
passing probably 300 yards from Barbara 
Fritchie’s house. Then he proceeded west 
to join the troops. 

“Jackson never saw Barbara Fritchie’s 
house, never was near it, never saw Bar- 
bara Fritchie, nor she him. She was sick 
in bed and never saw a ‘rebel’ soldier 
and never waved a flag at any one at 
tha. time. No such incident as confeder- 
ate soldiers firing on a flag held by a 
woman ever occurred anywhere at ary 
time—they had too much sense and too 
much chivalry. Our people never had the 
craze about flags that possessed the other 
side. We never searched houses for them, 
nor took them from women. 

“Those we captured,” and the general's 
twinkling blue eyes lit up with the fire 
of the battlefield’s memory, “‘we took by 
the strong hand in open fight at the point 
of the saber and bayonet. 

“TI fail to appreciate the sentiment that 
I see referred to now and then, ‘that 
while the facts may be false, the senti- 
ment is all right’—a base slander on a 
heroic leader and his chivalrous followers 
is never right and it ought to be repudi- 
ated by honorable people. I did see 
small flags waved by children and a few 
women on that march, but they were only 
saluted with the rough witticisms of Irish 
soldiers in the Louisiana regiments, which 
caused them to be retired in disorder. 
But even that was reproved by officers as 
‘contrary to good order and military dis- 
cipline.’ ”’ 

“Barbara Freitchie.” 
From The Illustrated American. 

Since Whittier’s death it is.once more asked, 
Did Barbara Freitchie wave the stars and 
stripes over Stonewall Jackson’s army, and 
was the poet correct when he wrote: 


“Shoot, if you must, this old gray head, 
But spare your country’s flag,’’ she said? 


And was this Jackson's reply: 


‘Who touches a hair on yon gray head 
Dies like a dog. March on!” he said? 


The answer in each case is, No. The inci- 
dent which Whittier describes in lines so thrill- 
ing never happened. 

Mrs. E. D. E. N. Southworth, the novelist, 
was responsible primarily for ‘“‘Barbara Freit- 
ehie.”” In September, 1863, a neighbor, Mr. 
C. 8. Ramsburg, related the story to her son, 
Richmond, and herself. Barbara’ Freitchie 
was a connection of Mr. Ramsburg’s, and he 
described the incident exactly as it was de- 
picted later in the poem. Mrs. Southworth’s 
gon remarked, ‘“‘What a grand subject for a ® 
poem by Whittier, mother,’”’ whereupon she 
wrote to Whittier. The poem appeared soon 
afterward in The Atlantic Monthly. 

The fact is, however, that General Jackson 
did not ride past Dame agatha, house. That

Filled with Giant Torpedoes. — Undoubt- 
edly the Work of some Practical 
Joker—W hat the Police Say. 


New York, October 1—People in the 
vicinity of the Garfield building, opposite 
Brooklyn city hall, were thrown into a 
state of great ‘excitement this morning 
about 10 o’clock, by the explosion of what 
gossip says was a dynamite bomb, but 
what the police assert was a paper bag 
filled with giant torpedoes. 

At all events there was a very loud ex- 
plosion which shook the immediate neigh- 
borhood and sent fear to the hearts of all 
who heard it. Garfield building is filled 
with offices. It was directly in front of the 
entrance to the building that the explosion 
occured. What appears to be an ordinary 
paper bag that some one had cast away, 
was lying on the sidewalk, when Miss Lena 
Berns, age fifteen years, was passing the 
building. One of her feet struck the ob- 
sruction, when immediately, there was an 
explosion which threw her several feet. 
She was not hurt, but the shock to her 
nervous system made it several mi2tutes 
before she sufficiently recovered to proceed. 
One of her shoes’ were badly torn and 
cut. 

‘Ex-Mayor Hunter was on the street 
about one hundred feet from where the ex- 
plosion occurred, and, some people ad- 
vanced the idea that the obstruction was 
intended for him. 

Not a person was injured, although the 
street was pretty well crowded. ‘The police, 
as intimated, scout the idea that it was a

The sidewalk 
was not cracked, nor was there damage 
of any kind, save tearing the girl's shoe 
and the shock received by half a dozen 
people Dear her.

That for 6,000 years, one-third of the 
world should have remained undiscovered 
and unknown,-while empires rose, flourish- 
ed, and fell, and the whole grand drama of 
history was being acted on the other por- 
tion, is the most amazing ‘of facts. Its dis- 
covery was the greatest event on the planet, 
since the advent of Christ, and has more 
profoundly affected the nations of the world 
than any other secular event. Where a 
million or two of savages, with half as many 
partially civilized people, in the two cen- 
ters of Mexico and Peru, resided, there now 
exist great nations, with not less than 
130,000,000 people. Where stretched vast 
and bowndless p9airies, now stand the 
most magunificient cities the world has ever 
seen, and nations riche powerful, and ex- 
pansive with a life that more than rivals 
the grandeur of Rome. Plato had dream- 
ed of Atlantis, sunk beneath the western 
wave, with its cities, harbors, mountains, 
and its ideal civilization. Seneca had prophe- 
sied the time when the girdle of Oceanus, 
that Homer had put around the -world, 
would be unloosed, and new realms be re 
vealed to mortal eyes. The Greek geo- 
grapher Strabo, during the reign of Augus- 
tus, said “there may be in the same temper- 
ate zone, two, and indeed more, inhabited 
lands, nearest the parallel of Athens pro- 
longed into the Atlantic.” And later Pulci 
had said: “At one antipodes are cities, 
states, and thronged empires ne’er divined of 

yore.” 

' We know that there were actual discov- 
eries made here by Norse, and possibly by 
others. The Chinese have legends of ships 
with pilgrims sailing to Fusang, about 458 
A. D., and large books have been written 
to prove that America was then discovered. 
It is acknowledged that Gunnbjorn dis- 
covered Greenland, and for 400 years the 
fortunes of that colony were linked to Nor- 
way. In 986 Bjarni discovered Labrador, 
and in 1000 Leif. Red Eric’s son, explored 
the coast to Massachusetts bay. Settle 
ments were made, and timber cut. The 
natives called Skraelings were clothed in 
skins, and fought the strangers. While 
Norse remains, graves, churches, etc., are 
found in abundance in Greenland, where at 
ene time they numbered about 6,000 peo 
ple, on the Charles river at Cambridge, 
Professor E. N. Horsford believes he has 
found the remains of their “lost city of No- 
rumbega.” But about the time of the 
black death, 1348, trade with Greenland 
stopped, and the colonies were extinguished 
by the Eskimo in 1409. The story of the 
Norse discovery of Améffa was doubted 
until 1834, when Professor Rafn, of Copen- 
hagen demonstrated its truth. 

The Welsh claim that in the year 1170, 
Prince Madog, who. was disgusted with 
quarrels about tlie throne, sailed away 
westward and discovered America. In proof 
they point to the Mandan Indians, whose 
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color, hornes, boats, villages, language and 
manner of living are different from other | 
Indians. Humboldt even gave respectful | 
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hearing to these traditions. The Arabs also 
claim that certain sailors of their race, were 
driven. to the West Indies, where they found 
people and habitations in the twelfth cen- 
tury, The strange narative of the Zeni 
brothers of Venice, and their voyage to 
Frisland in 1380 and later, has received 
some historical confirmation. But none of 
these have shorn Columbus of the glory of 
having first conceived a voyage, deliberate- 
ly planned, to find unexplored regions that 
he knew to exist. It is even doubtful if he 
ever heard of these legends. All previous 
discoverers believed, that they had found a 
mere extension of Kurope, as islands in the 
north Atlantic.

adroitness, tremendo perseverance, ul- 
conquerable FéSolution, and thorough sci- 
entific knowledge to fit him for this great 
tmak. The more one reads and contem- 
plates the life of Columbus, the more one’s 
admiration grows at the patience, honesty, 
fairness, Christian spirit, and high minded- 
ness of the great discoverg’. Columbvs was 
che man for the hour, and the clock of des- 
tiny struck high noon when, on October 12, 
1492, he l on the shores of the new 
world.

Columbus, who had hung 
around Santa Fe, now buried in despair, 
now filled with hope, and now engaging in 
fight, was sick at heart as further delay 
became apparent. He waited till the fes- 
tivities of the surrender were over and, 
finding his appeals in vain, mounted his 
mule and started for France to lay his 
before the French monarch.

People Among the Best in the 
. W orld. 


By the time this reaches your readers 
I will be in the Lone Star State again. 
It is no fun for me to leave home for a 
month, but I like Texas and am going 
back to perform my promises and see the 
bright side of her country and her peo- 
ple. We always see the bright side when 
we go visiting. When people come visit- 
ing us at our house we are on our best 
behavior and everything is sweet and 
lovely and when they go home they tell 
everybody what a delightful time they 
had and what a charming family and 
what good cooking and what good beds 
to sleep on and somebody tells us what 
they said and that pleases us and com- 
forts us and makes us all as loving as a 
mutual admiration society. 

But it won’t do for folks to stay too 
long anywhere, for it is impossible to 
keep the bright side in view more than a 
few days at a time. There is a dark 
side occasionally in every family and it 
will come to the frort every now and 
then for man is born to trouble as the 
sparks fly upward and woman is, too. It 
is a good thing to visit and be visited, 
for it breaks up the monotony of domes- 
tic affairs and improves our behavior and 
sharpens our wits and loosens the old 
gentelman’s pursestrings and makes him 
more shifty in providing something to eat 
or to wear. 

I like Texas—lI reckon for the same rea- 
son that Mr. Stephens liked his little 
snarly, unfriendly dog.

I am going to 
Texas this time in search of the end of 
a rainbow that is over there. It stretches 
from Texarkana to San Antonio, and I 
shall peruse the country all along the 
line and of course will see the bright and 
beautiful side anl write about it; and 
your readers must take it with some al- 
lowance for I am an invited guest, and it 
would be very bad manners for me to 
find fault with her country or her people. 
I am sorry that I won’t be here to vote for 
pure unterrified democracy, but will try 
to do like Mr. Blaine did in the Maine 
election—I will pair off with some third 
party friend—if I can find ene! Mr. 
Blaine had to publish a card and explain 
why he didn’t vote and he said he was 
200 miles away from home on election 
day but he paired off with a “democratic 
friend.”

orthodox divine who has made the charge. 
But while in a broad sense all admit its truth, 
in particular senses each will reserve his own 
peculiar faith as exempt, irrespective of creed 
or denomination, however, none can deny the 
author his right to his title, or to the chal- 
lenge which lies in it. The border line be 
tween truth and error in the history of the 
early church is vague and shadowy. When 
christianity first emerged from the dim light 
of the early centuries it brought with it a 
vast array of forms and doctrines whose un- 
ion with it could only be traced by speculation, 
and whose origin had to be sought in the re- 
ligions of the pagan world. The historian 
Gibbon in introducing his famous chapters 
on the rise and progress of christianity has 
made a statement, which, when divested of 
the latent skepticism of its surroundings, 
might well serve as a comprehensive introduc- 
tion and apology for Dr. Lewis’s work. In 
referring to the progress of christianity in 
the pagan world, he says: 

“The scanty and suspicious materials of 
eclesiastical history seldem enable us ti dis- 
pel the dark cloud that hangs over the first 
age of the church. The great law of impar- 
tiality too often obliges us to reveal im- 
perfections of the uninspired teachers and be- 
lievers of the gospel; and, to a careless ob- 
server their faults may seem to cast a shade 
on the faith which they professed. But the 
scandal of the pious christian and the fala- 
cious triumph of the infidel should cease as 
soon as they recollect not only by whom but 
likewise to whom the divine revelation was 
given.. The theologian may indulge the pleas- 
ing task of describing religion as she descend- 
ed from heaven, arrayed in her native purity. 
A more melancholy duty is imposed on the 
historian. He must discover the infallible 
*maixture of error and corruption which she 
,eontracted in a long fesidence upon earth 
‘among a weak and degenerate race of beings.”’

The part which the Gnostics had in first 
obscuring the true spirit of Christianity, and 
their persistence in giving symbolic meaning 
to the scripture is clearly shown. The Gnos- 
tics held that there were secret agencies by 
which truths were conveyed to the elect race 
under symbols and an outward letter which 
only they could understand. These were the 
theosophists of early days—the transcenden- 
talists -of pagan philosophy. The movement 
was far-reaching and dangerous in its effect, 
striving to resolve the direct truths of Chris- 
tianity into a mystical and baseless philoso- 
phy, trusting to intuition rather than inspira- 
tion, and opening the way for pagan super- 
stitions by confounding Christianity with the 
cosmogony of eastern worships. Unreliable 
and fanciful interpretations, in the form of 
exegesis, became prevalent, and the most 
events in scripture were twisted to have 
machen import in relation to the exengencies 
of the hour. To a carping mind it mighs 
occur that this form of error has not yet been 
entirely obliterated from the modern church, 
but this is not numbered by him among the 
traces of paganism. 

When the author takes up the subject of 
pagan water worship he enters a wide and, 
epparently, a favored theme. The existence 
0 agan water rites and baptismal cere- 
monies are traced to a remote antiquity, and 
its adoption and endurance in Christianity is 
minutely shown, in the form of holy water 
erroneous significance given to the baptis 
sacrament, and the many customs and supers- 
titions about water prevalent in the nations 
of the west. 

_ “The fundamental errors of the pagan water 
worship cult,’”’ he says, “appeared in western

later, he says, “Paganism immersed, affused, 
sprinkled.’’ Here a discrepancy. In his 
effort to prove that many common forms of 
Christian baptism are surviving traces of 
pene water worship, he fails to clearly show 
ow the particular form of baptism to which 
he is given is exempt from the same charge. 
Commenting on the same subject he says: 
“The most prominent examples of this resi- 
dium which now survives are found in the use 
of holy water, and in the theory that an un- 
conscious infant to which water has been ap- 
plied as a religious cepemony is thereb made 
a member of the — ehurch.”’

The last that his Massachu- 
setts friends were able to learn of him was 
that on the day ‘that the union troops aban- 
doned the place he had ridden away with 
his brother officers. Then after a mile or 
two he had turned back, takisg with him 
a sergeant, who had been sttsched to him 
in some capacity before eatering the ser 
vice, and had promised to rejoin the troops 
wi f an hour. That was the last 
ever seen of them. It kad been impossible 
for the command to retrace its steps to 
look for them, and it was supposed that 
they had been captured by some prowling 
band of the enemy..
